A  LOOK  AT  ADMISSIONS 


With  the  close  of  the  1977-78 school  year,  I  think  that 
I  can  safely  report  that  the  admissions  picture  at  most 
independent  secondary  schools  is  bright.  In  the  last  three 
years,  independent  schools  have  seen  a  definite  increase 
in  the  number  of  families  who  have  expressed  a  real 
desire  to  see  their  children  grow  during  their  adolescent 
years  at  a  place  that  is  vitally  concerned  with  the  individ- 
ual development  of  its  members.  Of  course,  there  are 
many  differences  among  schools;  but  whether  a  school 
is  large  or  small,  single-sex  or  coed,  structured  or  un- 
structured, the  basic  thrust  is  relatively  the  same.  This 
emphasis  centers  on  the  genuine  concern  that  all  schools 
have  for  the  intellectual  and  personal  growth  of  all  of 
their  students. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  I  am  very  happy  to  say 
that  the  year  in  admissions  for  Governor  Dummer  has 
been  a  gratifying  one.  Both  Dorothy  Ogden,  my 
associate,  and  I  have  been  constantly  impressed  with  the 
caliber  of  young  people  with  whom  we  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  talk  about  their  plans  for  secondary 
school.  We  have  felt  very  positive  about  our  applicants 
as  people.  When  school  opens  for  the  two  hundred  and 
sixteenth  time  in  September,  the  returning  students  will 
be  joined  by  a  group  of  new  young  men  and  women  who 
will  be  bringing  with  them  a  wealth  of  talents  to  the 
Academy. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  our  student  body  for 
1978-79  is  virtually  set  with  only  a  small  number  of  new 
students  still  to  be  enrolled.  When  all  is  said  and  done, 
approximately  four  hundred  families  will  have  visited 
the  campus,  and  we  will  have  received  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  three  hundred  and  fifty  final  applications  for 
one  hundred  places.  These  figures  alone  firmly  place 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  in  the  mainstream  of 
schools  which  are  seeing  the  evidence  of  the  increase 
in  the  desire  for  independent  education.  As  Dorothy 
and  I  approach  the  end  of  our  third  year  working 
together,  we  feel  extremely  proud  to  be  here,  and  we 
look  forward  to  the  years  ahead.

ROAD  RELOCATION 


The  new  road  will  enter  from  Route  1  to  bypass  the  center  of  campus. 


The  idea  was  first  introduced  in  the  late  1930's,  but 
such  things  take  time;  and  not  until  the  1970's  did  plans 
for  the  re-routing  of  Elm  Street  to  bypass  the  center  of 
the  school  campus  finally  begin  to  make  progress. 

Since  the  tragic  death  of  master  Philip  Cobb  when 
struck  by  a  vehicle  on  November  20,  1938,  the  Academy 
has  tried  earnestly  to  seek  an  alternative  to  what  has 
become  a  dangerous  problem.  After  forty  years,  the  idea 
conceived  so  long  ago  finally  saw  realization  this  spring 
when  the  heavy  equipment  arrived  for  its  long-awaited 
appointment  with  Middle  Road. 

For  years,  plans  for  the  re-location  of  traffic  en- 
countered one  stumbling  block  after  another  until  the 
construction  of  a  nearby  regional  high  school  finally 
prompted  action.  The  bypass  will  eleviate  the  substantial 
volume  of  traffic,  especially  buses,  which  the  Academy 
has  felt  to  be  dangerous  to  the  safety  of  the  GDA 
population. 

A  major  step  in  the  progress  of  the  Elm  Street  re- 
location occurred  with  the  purchase  of  a  section  of  land 


known  as  "Peggy's  Pasture."  This  piece  of  real  estate 
has  made  it  possible  to  avoid  the  center  of  campus  by 
diverting  Middle  Road  through  Ingham  Bowl  (the 
former  hockey  pond)  and  the  pasture.  By  fall  all  work 
should  be  complete. 

For  safety,  a  pedestrian  overpass  will  be  built  from 
the  hill  in  front  of  Ingham  and  Eames  Dormitories  over 
the  new  road  to  the  embankment  at  Parsons  School- 
house.  This  will  be  the  only  portion  of  the  construction 
cost  paid  by  the  school  and  provision  for  this  expense 
was  made  several  years  ago  in  anticipation  of  the  re- 
location project. 

"This  represents  the  culmination  of  forty  years  of 
efforts  by  the  Academy  to  re-locate  Elm  Street,"  said 
business  manager  Don  Champoux.  "When  the  construc- 
tion and  landscaping  is  completed  by  next  fall,  the 
results  should  be  a  real  improvement  in  the  campus." 
All  who  have  worked  for  so  many  years  for  the  realiza- 
tion of  this  project  are  in  full  agreement. 


PETER  MARSHALL  FRENCH 
STUDENT  CENTER 

The  sudden  death  of  Peter  Marshall  French  '78  one 
year  ago  deeply  saddened  the  entire  school  community 
and  in  the  memory  of  classmates  Peter  will  remain. 
Shortly  after  Peter's  passing,  members  of  the  French 
family  and  friends  of  Peter  began  to  meet  to  discuss  a 
fitting  tribute;  a  lasting  memorial  that  would  represent 
his  personality  and  interests.  Following  much  delibera- 
tion, the  idea  of  building  a  center  where  students  could 
meet  and  relax  in  their  spare  time  was  deemed  the  most 
appropriate  way  to  remember  Peter  French. 

Since  that  decision,  land  has  been  secured  in  a  field 
across  from  the  Frost  Building  on  the  location  known  as 
Sunset  Hill,  and  on  the  morning  of  Parents  Day,  October 
22,  ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held.  Faculty,  stu- 
dents, parents  and  friends  of  the  Academy  gathered  to 
witness  the  occasion  as  Peter's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  L.  V.  French;  grandparents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward 
French;  and  President  of  the  Board  Richard  D.  Phippen 
joined  with  student  representatives  in  the  ceremony. 

The  winter  was  severe  and  snow  was  plowed  to  finally 
permit  the  foundation  to  be  poured  in  March.  Since  that 
time  progress  has  been  rapid  and,  when  completed,  the 
student  center  will  feature  a  snack  bar,  student  mail- 
boxes, a  large  lounge  area  with  tables,  administrative 
offices  and  a  faculty  apartment. 

Just  before  he  turned  the  first  shovelful  of  ground 
last  October,  Robert  French  said  of  the  building:  "It 
speaks  to  Peter's  own  nature  which  took  joy  in  the 
gathering  of  friends."  No  doubt  the  Peter  Marshall 
French  Student  Center  will  help  gather  friends  for  many 
years  to  come.

SIX  NEW  FACULTY 

For  the  past  215  years,  that  area  of  By  field  which  has 
dealt  with  the  education  of  adolescents  so  effectively  has 
only  done  so  with  the  able  tutelage  and  dedication  of 
an  enduring  faculty.  No  fewer  than  twenty- five  head- 
masters have  guided  the  Academy  since  its  opening  in 
March  of  1763,  and  together  with  a  staff  of  talented 
teachers  the  school  has  worked  toward  the  common  goal 
of  preparing  students  for  the  challenges  of  adulthood. 

The  Summer  Issue  of  the  Archon  features  six 
teachers,  newly  arrived  at  Governor  Dummer,  who 
represent  a  mixture  of  academic  disciplines  and  outside 
interests.  To  choose  from  such  a  diverse  and  talented 
field  of  new  teachers  is  difficult  and  Governor  Dummer 
is  fortunate  to  have  many  faculty  which  could  have,  just 
as  aptly,  been  the  focus  of  such  an  article.  Nonetheless, 
a  profile  has  value  only  wherein  it  represents  the  whole; 
of  the  newest  generation  of  teachers,  the  whole  is  well 
represented  in  the  following  six  individuals. 


Ed  Rybicki  came  to  GDA  in  the  fall  of  1977  with 
his  wife,  Kathy,  and  three  children.  He  received  his 
B.S.  from  Salem  State  College  followed  by  his  M.A.T. 
in  American  literature  in  1971. 

Ed  was  at  his  apartment  one  afternoon  following  the 
close  of  school,  and  in  a  moment  of  repose,  rare  in  prep 
school  teaching,  we  chatted  idly  about  football  and  edu- 
cation at  Governor  Dummer.  A  native  of  Salem,  and 
high  school  coach  for  many  years,  Ed  has  definite  ideas 
about  sports  and  learning  and  what  comprises  his 
approach  to  both. 

"I  teach  and  coach  from  the  same  basic  philosophy. 
That  is,  students  learn  best  by  doing,  and  trials  with 
feedback  are  crucial  to  the  fostering  of  achievement." 

A  patient  and  sympathetic  teacher/coach,  Ed  is 
already  planning  his  second  season  as  Head  Coach  of 
Varsity  Football  -  a  responsibility  which  finds  equal 
application  of  the  classroom  methods  of  instruction. 


"In  terms  of  approach,"  he  continues,  "if  something 
works,  it  will  be  retained.  I'll  'beg,  borrow  and  steal' 
effective  teaching  techniques;  in  this  respect,  my  philos- 
ophy becomes  eclectic.  The  only  criterion:  the  tech- 
nique must  work." 

Son  Brian,  just  turned  one,  captured  the  conversation 
at  this  point  and  the  topic  of  life  at  a  boarding  school 
came  up. 

"The  teaching  environment  is  the  important  thing. 
Once  you  move  away  from  a  'one-to-one'  teacher- 
student  ratio,  learning  suffers.  GDA  offers  an  opportun- 
ity to  operate  seminar-type  classes  and  work  one-to-one 
with  each  student  —  the  design  is  excellent  for  learning 
reading,  writing,  speaking  and  listening  skills. 

"The  blending  of  family  and  profession  is  also  possi- 
ble here.  My  family  is  closer  at  GDA  because  each 
member  is  involved  in  the  Academy  in  one  way  or 
another,  and  this  notion  of  an  'extended  family'  is 
crucial  toward  achieving  a  secure  family  structure." 


Another  addition  to  the  English  Department  this  year 
is  Debra  Craig  of  New  Seabury,  Massachusetts.  A  1976 
graduate  of  Bowdoin,  Debra  teaches  freshman  and 
sophomore  English  and  has  assumed  responsibility 
of  the  highly  active  Drama  Club. 

"The  purpose  of  theatre  at  Governor  Dummer  is  to 
learn  an  art  while  performing  the  art,"  she  explains.  A 
veteran  of  seven  years  with  the  Boston  Children's 
Theatre,  Ms.  Craig  can  sympathize  with  the  problems 
of  learning  to  act. 

"The  objectives  for  students  involved  in  productions 
are  self-confidence  and  poise,  and  the  results  can  best  be 
measured  by  the  student  production  in  the  spring.  I 
have  discovered  an  unexpected  benefit  through  working 
with  the  students  this  year.  On  the  whole,  there  has  been 
cooperation,  cohesiveness,  and  the  development  of 
meaningful  friendships  among  the  cast  which  has  been 
able  to  work  unselfishly  toward  the  goal  of  a  successful 


production  without  the  divisive  effects  of  competition." 
When  asked  about  her  reaction  to  the  theater  upon 
coming  to   Governor   Dummer,  the  22  year  old  drama 
coach  was  encouraged. 

"I  was  pleased  to  find  theater  to  be  such  a  respected 
and  accepted  activity  here,  and  this  prevailing  attitude 
brought  together  a  diverse  student  cast.  When  the 
student  considers  him  or  herself  a  necessary  component 
to  the  success  of  a  production,  the  daily  two-hour 
rehearsals  become  an  enjoyable  time  rather  than  grueling 
work." 

The  Drama  Club  staged  three  ambitious  plays  in 
1977-78  beginning  with  Agatha  Cristie's  The  Mousetrap, 
followed  by  the  Winter  Term  production  of  You're  a 
Good  Man  Charlie  Brown,  and  completing  the  year 
with  an  entirely  student-run  production  of  Come  Blow 
Your  Horn,  by  Neil  Simon.  This  July,  Debbie  begins 
work  on  her  Masters  Degree  in  English  and  Drama  at 
Oxford  University,  but  will  return  in  the  fall  to  resume 
her  work  in  the  class  and  on  the  stage.  Shakespeare, 
anyone? 


For  the  second  year  now,  Thomas  J.  Foster  has  been 
acting  as  Chairman  of  the  Math  Department  since  he  was 
forced  to  abandon  his  previous  position  at  the  American 
Community  School  in  Lebanon  because  of  political 
turmoil  in  that  country.  No  stranger  to  teaching,  Tom 
holds  a  BA  from  Northeastern,  an  MA  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts,  has  taught  in  the  Peace  Corps 
and  in  Richmond,  Virginia  at  the  Winchester  and 
Collegiate  Schools. 

"One  aim  of  education,  it  seems  to  me,  is  to  increase 
self-knowledge  and,  hence,  self  esteem  and  this  the  study 
of  mathematics  can  help  do. 

"The  subject  requires  prolonged  attention  and 
disciplined  work  habits,  and  as  the  student  develops 
such  habits  and  understands  material  that  was  initially 
difficult,  he  or  she  begins  to  know  his  or  her  capa- 
bilities. 


"Through  an  introduction  to  an  analytic  way  of 
thinking,  students  discover  a  tool  which  can  be  of  use  in 
many  endeavors.  To  work  very  hard  at  something  and  to 
finally  understand  is  joyful  for  both  student  and  teacher, 
and  this  lies  at  the  foundation  of  my  philosophy  of  edu- 
cation, which  is  self-knowledge  through  self-discovery. 

"The  possibility  for  such  chemistry  exists  in  too 
few  schools  today.  A  good  rapport  is  needed  between 
teacher  and  students  in  an  atmosphere  attentive  to  the 
dignity  of  students.  I  sense  that  GDA  provides  such  an 
atmosphere." 

An  avid  hiker,  Mr.  Foster  heads  up  a  regular  program 
of  Sunday  trips  to  the  White  Mountains  and  in  the 
summer  splits  his  time  between  his  passion  for  travelling 
and  his  love  for  Newfoundland,  where  he  has  a  cabin. 
Tom  resides  in  the  Morgan  Tower,  located  on  the  Parker 
River. 


During  the  school  year,  you  can  usually  find  Fran 
Mullen  busily  engaged  in  classroom  preparation  for 
Biology  or  perhaps  coaching  students  in  the  principles 
of  marsh  ecology.  Whether  she  is  co-directing  the  out- 
door program  or  helping  to  coach  girls'  lacrosse,  she  is 
always  involved  with  students.  Appointed  in  the  fall 
of  1977,  Ms.  Mullen  comes  to  Governor  Dummer 
following  teaching  positions  at  Brookline  High  School 
and  Phillips  Andover.  A  graduate  of  Brown  with  a 
teaching  certificate  from  Suffolk  University  in  1976, 
Fran  Mullen  stresses  involvement  in  her  classes. 

"Though  I  am  still  experimenting  with  different 
approaches,  the  best  classes  are  those  in  which  the 
students  become  involved,  interested  and  willing  to  work 
with  an  idea  to  its  fullest  extent.  Trying  to  make  them 
think  for  themselves  by  answering  a  question  with 
another  question  helps  the  student  arrive  at  the  answer 
using  what  he  or  she  already  knows  and  can  put 
together. 

"I   am  a  great  believer  in  learning  from  mistakes  as 


well  as  successes.  Much  of  the  work  we  do  in  Biology 
is  in  the  lab,  and  very  often  the  results  don't  come  out 
the  way  they  should;  consequently,  there  is  a  great  deal 
to  be  learned  from  trying  to  determine  where  the 
experiment  went  wrong  and  how  that  mistake  led  to 
the  final  outcome. 

"Since  coming  to  Governor  Dummer,  I  have  found 
the  people  to  be  interesting,  fun,  open,  willing  to  give 
and  work.  There  is  a  sense  of  community  here  which  I 
enjoy  and  I  have  come  to  appreciate  the  efforts  of  those 
who  work  so  hard  to  maintain  that  community." 


feelings  and  views  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole  and  has 
made  recommendations  to  the  administration  for  con- 
structive changes. 


"In  teaching  French  or  Spanish,  we  work  through 
language  as  a  means  of  communication  rather  than  a 
goal."  Kathy  Krall,  the  newest  addition  to  the  Foreign 
Language  Department,  explained  this  approach  to 
teaching  one  afternoon  in  her  Commons  III  apartment. 

"What  we  teach  is  not  just  literature,  to  be  written 
and  read,  but  communication  between  individuals," 
she  continued.  "We  play  the  clown  occasionally  to  make 
the  class  more  interesting,  and  this  puts  the  kids  at  ease 
and  makes  them  less  self-conscious." 

A  native  of  Wellesley  and  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
of  Oberlin,  Kathy  studied  in  Orange,  France  under  a 
Fullbright  fellowship  following  her  graduation  from 
College. 

"The  chemistry  of  a  class  is  essential  for  effectively 
communicating;  because  teaching  a  foreign  language  is  a 
very  active  pursuit,  one's  flexibility  is  dependent  on  the 
class  as  a  whole." 

Kathy  teaches  both  French  and  Spanish  and  will 
receive  her  M.A.  from  Tufts  this  summer.  This  is  her 
fifth  year  in  teaching  and  her  reactions  to  the  Governor 
Dummer  community  are  interesting: 

"GDA  is  as  intense  for  faculty  as  it  is  for  the  stu- 
dents. The  rules  and  traditions  of  the  school  support  the 
faculty,  however,  and  more  importantly,  the  faculty  are 
ready  to  support  one  another." 

As  does  Fran  Mullen,  Ms.  Krall  serves  on  the  Faculty 
Concerns    Committee    which    has    monitored    well    the 


Mike  Mulligan  '71  returned  to  the  Academy  this 
past  fall  as  a  member  of  both  the  English  and  History 
Departments.  A  1975  graduate  of  Middlebury  College 
and  Dean's  List  student  for  four  years,  Mr.  Mulligan 
also  captained  the  varsity  lacrosse  team  which  won 
the  E.C.A.C.  Championship  his  senior  year. 

"I  like  to  think  of  education  as  the  process  of  im- 
parting knowledge,  the  purpose  of  which  is  the  creation 
of  a  complete  individual.  Since  the  goal  of  action  is  to 
find  fulfillment  by  two  paths:  through  thought  and 
through  action.  Education,  then,  should  lead  to  more 
effective  thought  which  in  turn  leads  to  a  life  better 
lived.  Since  what  we  teach  students  are  the  tools  to  act 
with  discrimination,  goals  should  be  achieved  more 
easily. 

"Finally,  and  perhaps  most  importantly,  it  is  through 
knowledge  that  students  grow  to  understand  their 
environment  and  the  nature  of  life  itself.  With  the  for- 
mation of  a  world-view,  through  knowledge  of  that 
which  is  around  them,  students  can  gain  an  implicit 
understanding  of  themselves  and  the  knowledge  of  that 
which  is  within  them. 

"I  think  the  role  of  a  teacher  is  to  guide  a  student  in 
the  formation  of  values  through  the  presentation  of 
knowledge.  This  role  I  hope  to  realize  in  a  manner  which 
is  as  fair,  firm  and  consistent  as  possible,  and  by  setting 
goals  for  the  students  which  will  be  stepping-stones  for 
increasing  self-understanding,  self-esteem  and  fulfillment 
in  life." 

Previous  to  coming  to  Governor  Dummer,  Mike  was 
employed  as  a  sales  representative  for  the  Xerox  Corpor- 
ation in  Boston,  and  in  the  summer  of  1974  worked  in 
Washington  as  a  White  House  Intern  during  the  Ford 
Administration.  Mr.  Mulligan  is  corridor  master  for 
Perkins  II  and  helps  coach  Varsity  Soccer  and  J.V. 
Lacrosse. 


ENERGY  FORUM  AND  FAIR

Just  as  energy  has  become  an  important  national  issue 
in  recent  years,  especially  in  New  England,  it  has  also 
been  a  topic  of  considerable  interest  at  GDA. 


An  Energy  Forum  and  Fair,  sponsored  by  the  Civic 
Service  Educational  Foundation  and  the  Academy, 
was  held  at  Governor  Dummer  on  February  21.  The 
full-day  energy  forum  featured  seminars,  panel  dis- 
cussions, films  and  exhibits  addressing  the  theme  of 
energy  use  in  the  United  States. 

The  guest  speakers  in  the  forum  represented  a  wide 
variety  of  interests  in  the  field  of  energy.  Presentations 
were  made  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Energy, 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  Massachusetts 
Energy  Policy  Office,  Stone  and  Webster  Engineering 
Inc.,  Massachusetts  Electric  Inc.,  Atlantic  Richfield  and 
Exxon  USA. 

The  focus  of  the  fair  was  centered  on  both  present 
and  future  energy  technologies  with  numerous  exhibits 
and  demonstrations  of  petroleum,  wind,  solar  and  wood 
sources  of  energy.  Conservation,  waste  treatment, 
environmental  protection  and  research  materials  were 
also  part  of  the  fair  which  was  held  in  Alumni  Gym  and 
attended  by  representatives  from  Milton  Academy, 
Wellesley  Senior  High  School,  Pingree  School,  Brooks 
School,  Newburyport  High  School  and  Triton  Regional 
High  School. 

On  May  3,  another  demonstration  of  concern  for 
energy  conservation  was  held  at  the  Academy.  The 
occasion,  entitled  "Sunday,"  was  conceived  by  Jamie 
Purinton  '78  and  began  when  35  to  40  students  gathered 
on  the  marshes  for  a  sunrise  program  of  "sun  songs"  and 
energy  talk.  On  campus,  a  solar  heating  display,  provided 
by  the  Lombardi  Oil  Company,  demonstrated  the 
principles  of  solar  conduction.  Throughout  the  day,  two 
large  solar  panels  harnessed  the  sun  by  heating  water 
circulated  through  the  panels  from  one  of  two  gallon 
tubs.  The  unheated  tub,  by  contrast,  showed  dramat- 
ically the  effectiveness  of  solar  heating. 

Students  graphing  the  water  temperature  during  the 
morning  and  early  afternoon  were  surprised  by  the 
simplicity  of  the  system  and,  as  one  remarked,  at  43C 
the  water  temperature  "would  be  just  fine  for  a  hot 
bath."

REUNION  DAY 


Planning  Reunion  Day  1978  began  as  Reunion  Days 
always  begin  with  a  close  look  at  the  sports  calendar 
and  the  hope  for  good  weather. 

April  22nd  was  chosen  for  its  abundance  of  home 
games  and,  as  the  day  approached,  the  typical  weather 
of  the  season  caused  a  certain  anxiety  which  found 
relief  only  when  that  Saturday  finally  arrived-only  the 
fourth  sunny  day  of  the  month.  While  all  alumni  were 
invited  back,  special  tribute  was  given  this  year  to  the 
classes  of  '28,  '33,  '38,  '43,  '48,  '53,  '58,  '63,  '68,  '73 
and  the  class  of  '77  which  celebrated  its  first  reunion. 
Early  arrivals  chatted  with  faculty  over  coffee  in  the 
Cobb  Room  and  toured  the  campus  before  a  cook-out 
on  Phillips  Lawn.

The  program,  entitled 
"A  Student  Panel  Talks  about  Academy  Life,"  con- 
sisted of  eight  juniors  and  seniors  discussing  the  various 
aspects  of  their  involvement  in  the  school  before  a  group 
of  about  fifty  alumni,  faculty  and  students  in  the  library 
of  the  Frost  Building.  Student  speakers  and  their  topics 
included  Jody  Baum  '78  -  the  Admissions  Office;  Martha 
Blake  79  -  Girls  Athletics;  Paul  Cook  '78  -  Student 
Council;  Scott  Pope  '78  -  Big  Brother  Program;  Jamie 
Purinton  '78  -  Discipline  Committee;  Leslie  Russell 
'78  -  The  Red  Key;  Mary  Mackay-Smith  '78  -  The 
Governor  and  Drama;  and  Andy  Stephenson  '78  - 
Boy's  Athletics.  A  presentation  from  each  of  the 
speakers  was  followed  by  questions  ranging  from  the 
impact  of  females  in  a  formerly  all-boys  boarding 
school  to  the  admissions  process  and  scholarship  awards. 

At  5:30  the  annual  Reunion  Day  cocktail  party  at 
the  Mansion  House  gathered  alumni  and  faculty  alike 
for  an  hour  and  a  quarter  before  adjourning  to  the 
dining  hall  where  a  buffet  roast  beef  dinner  was  served.

GDA's  best  basketball  team  of  all  time  began  its 
season  last  December  12  with  a  66-57  win  over  Groton, 
and  nineteen  games  and  three  months  later  emerged  with 
the  Independent  School  League  and  New  England 
Championship  titles. 

The  only  loss  of  the  season  came  at  the  hands  of  non- 
league  Tabor  Academy  and  the  highlight  of  the  year  will 
always  be  remembered  as  the  showdown  against  Thayer 
for  the  League  Championship  held  at  Nobles  and  Green- 
ough.  Having  never  met  during  the  regular  season  due  to 
snow,  the  two  teams  fought  to  within  four  points  of  one 
another  and  when  the  smoke  cleared,  the  GDA  varsity 


had  won  game  number  16.  In  the  ensuing  week,  Groton 
and  Pomfret  both  fell  before  scoring  power  of  Tony 
Thomas  79,  Rick  Willard  '78  and  Derek  Spears  '79,  but 
the  deciding  game  for  the  New  England  Championship 
would  pit  the  Big  Red  against  old  rival  Thayer  once 
more.

GDA  WINS  NEW  ENGLAND  TRACK  CROWN 

There  is  little  solace  that  a  coach  can  offer  a  team 
that  has  lost  three  meets  by  a  total  of  eleven  points,  and 
if  the  GDA  trackmen  were  at  all  disheartened  when  they 
journeyed  to  Vermont  Academy  for  the  New  England 
Prep  School  Class  B  Championship  on  May  20th,  they 
didn't  show  it.  Governor  Dummer's  2-4  record  raised  no 
eyebrows  from  the  17  other  teams  competing  for  the 
title,  but  some  performances  from  the  gang  from  Byfield 
did  as  GDA  beat  2nd  place  Hyde  School  by  two  points 
and  St.  George's  by  a  close  three  to  take  the  New 
England  crown. 

There  is  some  poetic  justice  to  the  victory  following 
three  close  losses  and  this  made  winning  all  the  sweeter. 
The  Governors  gained  two  first  place  positions,  one  from 
the  440  relay  team  and  the  other  from  tri-captain, 
Herzel  Fulton  '78  who  won  the  440  with  a  time  of  51.6. 
The  relay  team  of  Andy  Linn  '79,  Rupert  Cornwall  '80, 
Rick  Willard  '78  and  Fulton  '78  equaled  the  school 
record  with  a  time  of  45.4. 

Second  place  in  the  220  went  to  Herzel  Fulton  and 
Doug  Minster  was  runner  up  in  the  330  low  hurdles 
breaking  a  personal  record  with  a  time  of  42.5.

Close  losses  to  Tabor  (10-11)  and  Belmont  Hill  (8-9) 
killed  the  chances  for  a  .500  season,  but  a  6-1  rout 
of  the  alumni  on  June  1  nearly  provided  a  winning 
record. 

With  only  4  losses  and  10  wins,  varsity  lacrosse 
continued  its  winning  ways  again  this  year  and  despite 
losses  to  Exeter,  Andover,  St.  Mark's  and  non-league 
Tabor,  the  lacrosse  team  did  manage  a  double  overtime 
win  (14-13)  over  a  strong  alumni  team.
